Your  Committee  have  taken  evidence,  both  oral  and 
documentary,  on  the  matters  referred  to  them,  and  they 
beg  to  report  that  in  their  opinion  the  lands  in  question 
were  originally  set  apart  for  the  benefit  of  the  aborigines, 
Bastards  of  aboriginal  descent,  and  certain  mission  societies, 
some  on  tickets  of  occupation  in  perpetuity,  and  others  on 
titles  of  a  temporary  nature.

1.  Chairman.']  I  believe,  Mr.  Marquard,  you  will  be  able  Mr. 
to  furnish  this  Committee  with  information  on  the  subject  *"  M*r<iuurd- 
before  it? — Yes  ;  I  will  take  the  places  under  considera-  June 29,  isss. 
tion  in  their  order,  commencing  with  Kamaggas,  which  is 
the  oldest.  Kamaggas  is  held  by  ticket  of  occupation, 
dated  9th  November,  1843,  to  which  is  attached  a  diagram 
by  Surveyor  Wentzel.  Its  extent  is  69,173  morgen.  I 
have  obtained  from  the  Surveyor-General's  Office  the  book 
in  which  this  ticket  of  occupation  and  the  diagram  are  bound, 
and  which  I  now  produce  for  the  inspection  of  the  Com- 
mittee. The  ticket  of  occupation  reads  as  follows  : — "  This 
is  to  certify  that  the  land  comprised  within  the  annexed 
diagram  framed  by  the  sworn  Land  Surveyor,  Mr.  T.  M. 
Wentzel,  and  represented  to  contain  69,173  morgen, 
situated  in  the  division  of  Clanwilliam,  Field-cornetcy  of 
Little  Namaqualand,  and  known  by  the  name  of  Kamag- 
gas, shall  not  be  alienated  but  be  held  for  the  use  of 
the  families  of  Aborigines  and  Bastards  who  were  in  the 
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,Mr      J  occupation  thereof  on  the   1st  day    of   January   of   the

present  year  1843  ;  or  of  others  of  the  same  description 
Juno29'1888- who,  having  resided  thereon  before  that  date,  left  it  and 
be  inclined  to  return  thereto,  as  may  be  admitted  as 
residents  upon  showing  that  they  are  entitled  to  such 
admission  ;  and  should  any  discussion  arise  regarding  the 
admission  as  residents  of  any  party  claiming  such,  the 
question  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Civil  Commissioner  of 
Clanwilliam  for  investigation  into  the  justice  of  the  claim, 
which  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  decide ;  also  that  the 
missionary  stations  belonging  to  the  Rhenish  Society  in 
charge  of  the  missionary  station,  established  on  this  land, 
are  permitted  to  occupy  the  ground  on  which  the  mission 
buildings  stand,  and  to  cultivate  such  an  extent  as  they 
may  need  for  horticultural  purposes.  Any  trespassing  on 
this  land  of  cattle  not  belonging  to  the  occupiers  shall  be 
dealt  with  in  like  manner  as  trespass  on  other  private 
property. — Signed,  GEO.  NAPIEE,  Governor." 

2.  Then  the  Committee  understands  that  this  occupa- 
tion is  in  perpetuity  ? — I  think  so.      This  certificate  has 
the  same  effect  as  a  title. 

3.  Mr.  Ravage.~\    Of    course    this    land  was  surveyed, 
but  have  the  boundaries  been  marked  in  any  way  ? — No 
doubt  the  beacons  were  marked  at  the  time ;  but  that  was 
57  years  ago.     The  survey  was  made  in  1831. 

4.  Mr.  Boivker.~\  Are  there  any   permanent   beacons  to 
indicate  the  extent  of  the  land  ? — No  doubt  there  are. 

5.  Mr.  Botha.~]  In  a  case  like  this,  who  is  responsible  for 
the  beacons  ? — I  suppose  the  occupiers. 

6.  The  same  as  private  property  ? — Yes. 

7.  Chairman."]  Are  these  people  liable  to  pay  quitrents 
and  road  rates  ? — They  do  not  pay  quitrents.      I  cannot 
tell  as  to  road  rates ;  that  is  not  within  my  province. 

8.  Will  you  giye  us   the   particulars   with   respect  to 
Lelief ontein ? — Yes;    I  produce  the  book  in  which   the 
ticket  of  occupation  is   bound.      It  is  dated  22nd  May, 
1854,    and  is  accompanied  by  a    sketch    map    by    Mr. 
Surveyor  Cloete,    giving    the    area    as    about    219,500 
morgen.     I  may  mention   in   regard    to    this    that    by 
Government  letter,  dated  28th   May,   1859,  the  Surveyor- 
General  was  authorised  to  attach  an  amended  sketch  by 
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Surveyor  Yon  Ludwig,   dated  June,  1856,   to  the  ticket  _    ,?fr-

of  occupation.     JNo.  area  is  mentioned  in   this   amended 
sketch,  although  there  is  a  note  in  lead   pencil  giving  the  June29> 188S- 
extent  as  194,123  morgen,  more  or  less.  .   In  this  case    I 
believe  the  ground  has  not  been  surveyed. 

9.  Then  there  are  no  beacons  ? — No. 

10.  Can  you  tell  us  on   what  conditions   the   land   is 
occupied  ? — Yes,  the  ticket  of  occupation  is  as  follows  : — 
"  This   is  to   certify  that   the    land    represented  by  the 
annexed  sketch,  framed  by  Mr.   Surveyor  Cloete,  and  sup- 
posed to   contain   about   219,500   morgen,  more   or   less, 
situated   in   the   division  of   Clanwilliam,    partly   in   the 
field-cornetcy  of  Kamiesberg  and  known  by  the  name  of 
Leliefontein,  shall  not  for  the  present  be  alienated,  but 
shall  be  held  for  the  use  of  those  families  of  the  tribe  of 
Little  Namacqua,  Hottentots  and  Bastards  of  aboriginal 
descent,  who  were  in  occupation  thereof  at  this  date;  and 
all  others  of  the  same  description  who,  having  left  the  said 
land,  may  return  thereto  and  may  be  admitted  as  residents 
upon  showing  that  they  are  entitled  to  such  admission ;  all 
disputed  claims  of  such  admission  to  be  referred  for  decision 
to  the  Civil  Commissioner  of  Clanwilliam ;  also  that  resi- 
dent householders,  heads  of  families  or  church  communi- 
cants, shall  each  be  entitled  to  one  vote  on  the  appointment 
of  the  committee  to  prepare  regulations   for   the   pasture 
lands  and  distribution  and   superintendence   of   building 
lands,  garden  ground  and  arable  lands ;  and  also  in  the 
annual  appointment  of  corporals  or  overseers  to  carry  into 
effect  and  enforce  the  same,   after   they   shall   have   been 
approved  of  or  amended  from  time  to  time  by  the  Governor; 
provided,  always,  that  nothing  in  the  said  regulations,  nor 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  same,  shall,  directly  or  indirectly, 
extend  to  the  expulsion  of  any  resident,  except  with  the 
express  sanction  of  the  Governor ;  and  also  that  nothing 
therein  or  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  occupation  by 
the  "Wesleyan  or  other  Missionary  Society,  of  those  Church 
Schools  or  other  buildings  which  may  have  been,   or  may 
hereafter  be,  by  them  built   on   the   said  land,  with   the 
consent  of  the  majority  of  the  aforesaid  persons  entitled  to 
vote  ;  nor  the  occupation  of  such  gardens  or  corn  lands  as 
may  now  be  in  their  possession,  or  those  which  may  here-

the  consent  of  the  said  majority ;  nor  such  share  of  the 
June  29, 1888.  rjght  Of  commonage  pasturage  as  may  be  actually  and  bona 
fide  necessary  for  the  households  of  the  missionaries  now 
resident,,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  permitted  by  Govern- 
ment to  reside  on  the  said  land  ;  nor  with  free  thorough- 
fares and  outspans  as  heretofore  used  by  the  public ;  nor 
the  rights  and  claims  of  the  actual  and  bona  fide  subscribers 
to  the  purchase  money  of  the  Opstal  of  the  Old  Loan 
Places,  Hoorngat  and  Twee  Kivieren,  both  situated  within 
the  limits  of  this  land.  I  further  certify  that  the  aforesaid 
persons  entitled  to  vote  are  fully  authorised,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorised  accordingly,  either  individually  or  by 
their  corporals  or  overseers  as  shall  hereafter  be  from 
time  to  time  decided  by  their  regulations,  to  impound  and 
claim  damages  for  all  trespasses  committed  on  this  land  by 
non-residents,  or  their  cattle,  or  their  stock,  and  on  allotted 
or  regularly  and  properly  occupied  portions  thereof,  by 
residents,  contrary  to  the  regulations,  in  like  manner  as  in 
the  case  of  private  property.  Signed : — GEO.  CATHCART, 
Governor." 

Tl .  This,  then,  is  similar  to  Kamagas  ? — Yes. 

12.  Mr.  Botha."]  Have  you  any  idea  of  the  number  of 
inhabitants? — I  have  not.     The   population   varies   from 
time  to  time.     When  there  is  low  fever  they   die   off  in 
great  numbers. 

13.  Chairman.']  Don't  you  think  it  advisable  that  the 
beacons  should  be  erected,  as  there   is   always  a  dispute 
about  them  ? — It  is,  no  doubt,  desirable  that  there  should 
be  beacons. 

14.  The  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands.~\  What  expendi- 
ture would  it  entail  to  put  up  the  beacons  ? — In  the  case 
of  the  large  institutions  the  expenditure  would  be  very 
considerable. 

15.  Chairman."}  Then  I  understand  from  you  that  Lelie- 
fontein  has  never  been  surveyed  ? — No. 

16.  The  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands. ~]  Then  a  complete 
survey  would  have  to  be  made  ? — Yes. 

17.  What  would  be  the  expense  of  such  a  survey  ? — It 
would  be  exceedingly  heavy.     In  the  case  of  Steinkopf  a 
survey  was  estimated  to  cost  ,£500  or  more. 
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IS.  Mr.  Bowker.~]  Do  you  think  the  inhabitants  would      ^- 
be  able  to  pay  such  an  amount  as  that  ?— I  am  afraid  not. 

19.  The  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands .j  Could  they  be  June  29>  1888 
called  upon  to  pay  for  it  ? — I  don't  think  so. 

20.  Mr.  Savage.~\  The  lands  bordering  on  these  mission 
stations  would  be  surveyed  before  title  was  issued  ? — Yes. 

21.  The  Commissioner  of  Crozvn  Lands. ~\  Then  I  under- 
stand you  to  say  that  it  would  only  cost  £500  to  survey 
a  place  which  is  much  larger  than   Leliefontein  ? — The 
estimate  was  more  than  £500,  I  forget  the  exact  amount. 

22.  Would  it  be  £1,000  ?— In  the  case  of  Steinkopf  I 
think  it  was  nearer  £1,000  than  £500. 

23.  Can  these  mission  stations  be  called  upon  to  pay  ? — 
I  don't  think  so. 

24.  Chairman.']  Is  there  any  condition  by  which  they 
can  occupy  the  ground  in  perpetuity  without  paying  any- 
thing to  the  Government  ?  —No,  it  is  a  free  grant  in  both 
cases. 

26.  Mr.  Bcrtram.~\  Do  you  know  the  difference  in  the 
time  of  the  occupation  of  these  institutions  and  the  occu- 
pation of  the  farms  in  the  neighbourhood  ? — I  believe  the 
institutions  were  there  first. 

26.  The    Commissioner   of  Crown   Lands.']    "Would   the 
boundaries  of  these  institutions  extend  up  to  the  boundaries 
of  the  private  farms  ? — That  could  only  be  found  out  by 
reference  to  the  Surveyor-General's  office.     In  some  cases 
there  might  be  Crown  lands  in  between. 

27.  Mr.  Savage.~\  Has  not  the  Government  an  accurate 
account  of  all  it  possesses  in  the  shape  of  lands  ? — In  dis- 
tricts where  the  whole  district  has  been  surveyed,  the  Gov- 
ernment would  have  such  a  record,  but  in  other  districts, 
and  probably  in  this  particular  one  of  Namaqualand,  I 
don't  think  the  record  is  complete.     A  large  part  of  the 
district  has  not  been  surveyed. 

28.  Supposing  this  land  were  to  run  down  to  the  sea- 
board, and  had  not  been  surveyed,  and  a  foreign   power 
took  possession  of  it,  how  could  the  Government  resist  it  ? 

-The  boundaries  are  more  or  less  described  in  the  ticket 
of  occupation,  and  if  any  dispute  arose  the  Government 
would  be  guided  by  that. 

29.  Chairman .]  Will  you  proceed  with  the  particulars  of 
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Mr.        the  next  place  ? — The  next  place  is  Steinkopf .     This  is  a 

'  large  institution,  and  the  land  was  occupied  by  the  natives 

June  29, 1888.  before  the  extension  of  the  boundary  to  the  Orange  River. 

30.  Mr.  Bertram.']  You  mean  the  colonial  boundary  ?— 
Yes.     They  do  not  possess  any  ticket  of  occupation  except 
to  a  small  portion  on  the  east  for  which  they  have  a  ticket 
of  occupation  dated  9th  December,  1874,  which  I  put  in. 
(  Vide  Appendix  C.)     The  area  is  about  60,000  morgen. 
This  ticket  of  occupation  was  granted  on  condition  that  all 
claims  were  surrendered  to  the  Pella  mission  station.    The 
boundaries  are  described  in  the  ticket  of  occupation,  and 
I  should  think  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  identifying 
them  on  the  ground. 

31.  Chairman.']  You  cannot   tell  us  the  extent  of  the 
whole  place  ? — No. 

32.  This  is  only  one  part.? — Yes,  a  small  part. 

33.  Who  occupies  the  other  part  ? — That  is  also  in  occu- 
pation of  natives,  but  they  have  no  ticket  of  occupation. 
It  was  at  one  time  suggested  to  give  them  title  on  their 
paying  for  survey,   but  it   was  found  that   the    survey 
would  cost  somewhere    near  £1.000,   which  they  could 
not   afford;    so  the  matter    dropped.     There    has    been 
a  long  correspondence  extending  over  forty  years  in  regard 
to  this  Missionary  Institution. 

34.  This  occupation  is  also  in  perpetuity  ? — Yes. 

35.  They   have  a   prescriptive  right   now  ? — Yes,   the 
boundary  was  extended  in  1847,  that  is  41  years  ago. 

36.  Chairman^]    It   was    never    surveyed    by   a    land 
surveyor  ? — No. 

37.  Mr.    Savage. ~]  What   denomination  of  missionaries 
does  it  belong  to  ? — The  Rhenish, 

38.  Mr.  Botha.']  But  is  it  not  open  for  all  denominations 
to  go  there  if  they  like  ? — No. 

39.  Supposing  the  Wesley ans  sent  a  man  there  to  teach 
the  people  ? — He  would  not  be  admitted. 

40.  The  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands.~\    Supposing  that 
one  of  the  Rhenish  natives  turned  to  some  other  church, 
would  they  have  a  right  to  expel  him  ? — I  suppose  not.  I  may 
mention  that  Pella,  to  which  they  relinquished  their  rights, 
is  now  occupied  by  the  Roman  Catholics.     A  certificate  of 
occupation  was  given  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  on  the 
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9th  June,  1881,  the  chief  conditions  being  that  the  said        Mr- 

occupants  shall  not  be  disturbed  in  their  occupation  of  the 

said  land  until  it  shall  have  been  advertised  for  sale  under  June  29> 1888- 

the  provisions  of  Act  14   of  1878  ;  that  notice  shall  be 

given  by  Government  to  the  Yery  Eev.  A.   F.   Gaudet  or 

his  successors  at  least  one  year  previous  to  the  termination 

of  the  ticket  of  occupation.    This  therefore  was  not  a  grant 

in  perpetuity.     Provision  is  also  made  for  compensation 

for  improvements  erected  with  the  sanction  of  Government. 

41.  What  is  the  extent  of  this  land? — It  is  not  men- 
tioned ;  there  is  no  diagram  with  the  ticket  of  occupation, 
but  the  boundaries  are  described,  and  I  suppose   could  be 
identified   from   the   document   which   I  put   in.     ( Vide 
Appendix  D.) 

42.  They  were  not  surveyed  ? — No. 

43.  Do  you  know  anything  of  Mais  Vley  ? — No ;  I  know 
nothing  of  such  a  place.     Kichtersveld  is,  I  believe,  a  part 
of  Steinkopf. 

44.  Mr.  Bertram.~\  Are  all  these  places  in  the  district 
of  Clanwilliam  ? — No,  in  Namaqualand. 

45.  Were    they    all    occupied    previous    to   becoming 
Colonial  territory  ? — Not  all.     Kamaggas  and  Leliefontein 
were  within  the  Colonial  boundary,  but  Pella  and   Stein- 
kopf were  outside  until  the   boundary  was  extended  in 
1847,  up  to  the  Orange  Eiver. 

46.  Chairman,']  Do  you  know  anything  of  Concordia  ? — 
That  is  a  mine. 

47.  There  is  no  mission  station  there  ? — No ;  I  believe 
that  the  Steinkopf  missionaries  have  an  outstation  there,  they 
send  preachers  there,  but  there  is  no  separate  institution.

48.  The  Chairman."]  Mr.  Marquard  you  furnished  us  with  L. 
certain  information  on  the  last  occasion.     Have  you  now  juiy~M888. 
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J£r>    d  any  further  information  to  place  before  the  Committee  ?— 
'  I  now  put  in  copies  of  the  title  deeds  or  tickets  of  occupa- 


1888.  Of  foe  several  properties,  showing  the  conditions  under 
which  they  are  held.  There  is  first  that  of  Kamaggas 
(  Vide  Appendix  A),  the  second  is  that  of  Leliefontein  (  Vide 
Appendix  B),  the  third  is  that  of  Steinkopf  (  Vide  Appendix 
C),  and  the  fourth  is  that  of  Pella  ( Vide  Appendix  D). 
These  are  the  four  on  which  I  gave  evidence  last  time.  I 
produced  the  originals  on  the  last  occasion,  but  now  I  have 
had  copies  of  them  made,  which  I  put  in.  Of  Mais  Yley  I 
knew  nothing,  but  the  Survey  or- General  has  since  ascer- 
tained that  the  places  alluded  to  are  first  Stof kraal,  alias 
Draaikop,  and  the  other  is  called  Eietpoort.  I  hand  in  copies 
of  the  tickets  of  occupation,  for  they  are  not  titles,  dated 
the  4th  January,  1852  (  Vide  Appendices- E  and  F). 

49.  Are  the  places  Eietpoort  and  Stofkraal  surveyed  or 
not? — Yes,  these  were    surveyed  by  Mr.  Wentzel,  like 
Kamaggas. 

50.  The  extent   of  ground  is   also  mentioned  in  these 
documents? — Yes.     Eietpoort  is  7,700  morgen,  and  Stof- 
kraal, alias  Draaikop,  is  6,518  morgen. 

51.  Mr.  Neethling.~]   How  are  these  places  occupied  ? 
I  mean  by  what  nationalities  ? — By  Bastards. 

52.  Hottentots  ?  —  No  ;    Bastards,  not    genuine  Hot- 
tentots. 

53.  An  intermixture  with  the  Hottentots :  or  like  the 
Korannas  ? — They  are  bastards,  a  mixed  race  ;  mixed  also 
with  white  blood,  I  believe. 

54.  Do  you  know  the   population  of   these  places  ? — I 
answered  this  question  last  time. 

55.  How  could  this  Committee  obtain  this  information  ? 
— A  census  might  be  taken. 

Jan  Studer  examined. 

Mr.  56.  The   Chairman.!   "What  is  your  name  ? — Jan  Studer. 

57.  Can't  you  speak  English  ?— No. 

58.  Where  do  you  live  ? — In  Namaqualand. 

59.  What    is   the   name   of   your   place  ?  —  Karagies- 
fontein. 

60.  Are   you  acquainted   with   the   missionary  stations 
occupied  by  Bastards  and  Hottentots  ? — Yes. 
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61.  Well,   we  will   commence   with  Kamaggas.     You

know  that  place,  I  suppose  r — Yes,  I  know  it. 

62.  Can  you  say  how  many  people  are  living  on  the  J^y 
station  ? — No,  I  do  not  know. 

63.  Is  there  a  missionary  station  there  ? — Yes. 

64.  You  don't  know  how  large  the   property  is,  I  sup- 
pose ? — No. 

65.  Are  you  a  member  of  the   Divisional  Council  ? — I 
was  a  member  of  the  Divisional  Council  for  some  years. 

66.  Do  you  know  if  these  people  there  pay  quitrents  or 
road  rates  ? — No,  they  pay  neither. 

67.  Do  they  pay  house  duty  or  hut-tax  ? — Yes,  some  of 
them.     They  are  all  supposed  to  pay,  but  the  difficulty  is 
to  get  the  tax. 

68.  What  is  the  condition  of  the  people  there  ?    Are 
they  poor,  or  can  they  afford  to  pay  ? — The  people  are 
poor,  but  some  of  them  hire  out  certain  rights  to  other 
people. 

69.  Mr.  BowJcerJ]  You  say  then  there  are  some  of  them 
can  pay  ? — Yes,  some  of  them. 

TO.   The  Chairman.~\  Is  it  good  ground  at  Kamaggas  ? — 
Yes,  it  is  good  ground. 

71.  Is  it  well  supplied  with  water  ? — Yes. 

72.  You  don't  know  on  what  conditions  they  occupy  the 
ground  ?  — No. 

73.  Now   the   second   place   is  Leliefontein.     Do   you 
know  Leliefontein  ? — Yes,  it  is  close  to  my  place. 

74.  Are  there  many  people  on   Leliefontein  ? — Yes,    I 
think  so,  between  200  and  300. 

75.  Do  you  know  whether  there  are  any  beacons   on 
Leliefontein  ?— There  are  no  beacons  on  Leliefontein. 

76.  How  much  do  you    think  a  thousand  morgen  is 
worth    at    Leliefontein  ? — About     £100     per     thousand 
morgen. 

77.  So  that  according   to  the  extent  of  the  place  as 
already  stated  by  Mr.  Marquard  as  219,500  morgen,   the 
whole  would  be  worth  about  £22,000.    There  are  219,500 
morgen,  and  that  at  £100  per  thousand  morgen  would  be 
nearly  £22,000  ?— Yes ;  it  would  be  about  that. 

78.  Is  the  place  well  supplied  with  water  and   good 
ground  ? — Yes.

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Mr  79^  Are  the  people  rich  or   poor  ? — Some  are  well   off.

but  a  great  many  are  very  poor. 

July  5, 1888.       gQ^  There  js  a  mission  station  there  ? — Yes  ;  a  Wesleyan 
missionary  station. 

81.  Did  you  ever  speak  to  the  missionary  as  to  whether 
the  people  conduct  themselves  well,   and  are  industrious  ? 
— Yes,  I  spoke  to  one  of  the  missionaries,  and  he  says  he 
has  no  control  over  them. 

82.  Are  they  obedient  to   the  missionary  ? — No,   they 
are  not  at  all  obedient  to  the  missionary.     They  do  what 
they  like.     Many  complaints  are  made  by  the  missionaries 
in  this  respect. 

83.  This  is  at  Leliefontein  ? — Yes,  at  Leliefontein. 

84.  And  this  is  what  you  hear  ? — Yes  ;  this  is  what   I 
myself  hear.     The  missionary  of  Leliefontein  himself  told 
me  that  he  would  be  the  last  missionary  who  would  go  to 
Leliefontein  unless  the  people  are  more  obedient  to  the 
missionaries.     He  said  that  perhaps  no  other  man  would 
come  in  his  place,  and  if  the  people  were  not  obedient  the 
missionary  will  be  taken  away. 

85.  Do    you    know     the    people    of    Leliefontein?— 
Yes. 

86.  Are  there    a    great    many  Bastards   there  ? — Yes, 
there  are  Bastards  and  Hottentots. 

87.  Mr.  Neethttng.~]  What  do  you  mean  by  a  Bastard  ? 
— Persons  of  Hottentot  and  white  blood  mixed. 

88.  The  Chairman.~\     How  manv  are  Bastards  ? — About 

_l  v 

one-third  are  Bastards. 

89.  Do  not  the  surrounding  people  complain  about  the 
beacons  ? — Yes,  there  are  always  complaints.      The  sur- 
rounding places  were  surveyed  by  Mr.  Cloete,  and  now  the 
beacons  are  disputed. 

90.  Mr.  JNeethling.~]  You  say  there  are  from  about  two 
hundred  to  three  hundred  people  on  Leliefontein  ?--Yes, 
I  think  about  that  number  of  adults,  for  I  don't  count 
children.     About  200  are  men. 

91.  Do  they  cultivate  the  ground  ? — To  some  extent. 

92.  Do  you  mean  at  the  station  or  further  on  ? — They 
do  not  cultivate  the  land  adjoining  the  station.     The  most 
of  them  are  too  poor  to  cultivate  the  land. 

93.  How  do  they  live  then  ? — It    is  a   mystery   how 
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they   live.      Sometimes  they  go  over  to   the    adjoining 
farms. 

94.  You  told  ns  that  your  place  adjoins   Leliefontein, 
and  that  there  are  no  beacons  on  Leliefontein.     Have  you 
beacons  ? — Yes  ;  my  beacons  serve  at  the  same  time  as 
beacons  for  them. 

95.  You  mean  on  the  side  on  which  you  live  ? — Yes  ; 
along  the  side  which  my  farm  adjoins. 

96.  Mr.  Savage.~]  Have  you  as  the    occupant    of    an 
adjoining  farm  found  any  inconvenience  from  their  having 
no  beacons  ? — We  had  a  dispute,  and  they  came  with  an 
old  Field-cornet  who  pointed  out  where  he  thought  the 
beacons  ought  to  be.     I  left  the  beacons,  however,  as  they 
were. 

97.  But  your  farm  before  you  purchased  it  was  sur- 
veyed, was  it  not  ? — Yes. 

98.  Then  you  had  a  diagram  of  the  farm  ? — Yes  ;  I  got 
a  diagram. 

99.  Then  there  can  be  no  mistake  about  your  beacons 
being  the  correct  ones  ? — The  beacons  have  stood  there 
ever  since  I  bought  the  place.     When  the  question  arose 
I  whitewashed  the  beacons  with  lime.     They  disputed  the 
correctness  of  the  beacons,  but  I  did  not  remove  them.     I 
left  the  beacons  as  they  were.    . 

100.  The  Chairman.']  Do  these  people  produce  grain? — 
Very  little. 

101.  Is  it  a  productive  place? — Yes. 

102.  Why   do  they  produce  so  little  ? — They  sow  so 
little. 

103.  Why  do  they  sow  so  little  ? — Sometimes  they  have 
no  seed,  and   the   surrounding  farmers  won't  give  them 
more. 

1 04.  When  they  get  corn  what  do  they  do  with  it  ?•— 
When  they  get  a  little  they  bring  it  to  the  market. 

105.  Where's  the  market? — At  Eilenberg's. 

106.  And  what  do  they  do  with  it  ? — They   change  it 
for  brandy  and  wine  chiefly. 

107.  Is  Mr.  Eilenberg's  place  far? — No,  it  is  clo§e  at 
hand. 

108.  Mr.  Neethlmg.~]  Do  they  wear  clothes? — Yes,  to  a 
certain  degree.    But  they  give  everything  away  for  liquor. 
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^°  they  always  obtain  liquor    from    Mr.  Eilen- 
berg's  ?  —  Yes.

111.  J!fr.  -Savage.  ~\  Having  these  people  found  this  mis- 
sion statian,  don't  they  cause  you  trouble  by  the  trespass- 
ing of  their  cattle  ?  —  No,  not  on  my  place,  because  it  is 
fenced.     As  for  the  other  adjoining  places  I  can't  say. 

112.  Mr.  Bowkcr.~\    Have    these    people  there  lots  of 
cattle  ?  —  No,  very  little. 

113.  What  do  they  subsist  on  then?  —  In  the  winter 
time  they  live  on  rice  ants,  which  they  take  out  of  the 
ground. 

114.  Do  you  think  if    Mr.  Eilenberg's  store  remains 
there  it  will  make  these  poor  fellows  still  poorer?  —  Yes. 

115.  If  this  store  were    removed,    what    would  these 
people  do  for  drink  ?  —  They  would  go  on  further  to  the 
next  nearest  place.     Eilenberg's  store,  however,  is  right  at 
hand,  and  is  near  enough  for  them  to  carry  their  wheat 
thither  on  their  backs. 

116.  Mr.  Bertram.']  Does  this  man  Eilenberg  live  on 
the  grounds  of  Lelief  ontein  ?  —  No,  outside  the  grounds  in 
the  village.     He  is  a  licensed  dealer  at  Karies. 

117.  Are  there  other  farms  than  yours  around  this  mis- 
sionary institution  ?  —  Yes. 

118.  The  grounds  of  the  institution  therefore  lay  in  the 
centre  surrounded  by  these  adjoining  farms  ?  —  Yes. 

119.  Are  all  these  surrounding  farms  surveyed  ?  —  Yes, 
they  are. 

120.  And  they  have  all  their  beacons  ?  —  Yes. 

121.  Then  you  consider  that  all  inside  belongs   to  the 
missionary  institution  ?  —  Yes,  all  that  is  inside. 

122.  The  Chairman.  ]  You  know  the  other  institutions 
also  ?  —  Yes,  I  know  the;  others  also. 

123.  Now  there  is  Steinkopf.      There  are  also  mission 
stations  there  ?  —  Yes. 

124.  Are  there  many  people  there  ?  —  There  are  rather 
fewer  than  at  Lelief  ontein. 

•125.  There  is  also  Concordia.  What  is  that  ?  —  There 
there  is  a  copper  mine.  It  is  a  part  of  Steinkopf,  but  a 
portion  is  occupied  by  the  copper  mine,  belonging  to  the 
Mining  Company.  It  is  still  Government  ground,  and  the 
company  pay  taxes  to  the  Government. 
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126.  flow  do  the  people  live  here? — Here  they   live        ^y-

better  because  they  have  an  opportunity  ot  working  in  the 

mines.  Juiy5,i888. 

127.  Are  there  Bastards  at  Steinkopf  ? — Yes,   there  are 
some. 

128.  Have  you  heard  any  complaints  about  the  beacons 
there  ? — No. 

129.  Or  cattle  trespassing  ? — No. 

130.  You  don't  know  if  there  are  beacons  there*? — No, 
I  don't  know. 

131.  Mr.  Neethling.~\  Leliefontein,  you  say,  is  the  largest 
place,  and  has  about  300  people  there.     Now,   is  all  the 
ground  there  necessary  for  these  300  people? — There  is  a 
lot  of  ground  which  is  very  seldom  occupied. 

132.  What  is  the  desire  of  the  surrounding  farmers  in 
respect  to  it  ? — The  surrounding  farmers  are  anxious  that 
the  ground  should  be  surveyed,  beacons  put  up,  and  that 
the  ground  should  be  given  in  perpetuity  to  the  people  who 
are  entitled  to  it. 

133.  The  Ghairman.~\  Do  you  think  that  100,000  morgen 
is  sufficient  for  the  people  now  at  Leliefontein  ? — 'Yes,  I 
think  so. 

134.  Mr.  Neethling.']  And  as  for  the  rest  ? — Well,  the 
Government  can  do  whatever  they  like  with  it. 

135.  The  Chairman.']  What   is    your    view  ? — Well,  I 
consider,  for  my  own  individual  part,  that  100,000  morgen 
is   quite   enough.     The   inhabitants    of    the   district    of 
Namaqualand  are  very  anxious  that  these  people  should  pay 
local  taxes,  the  same  as  they  themselves  do.    I  take  all  the 
institutions    as    constituting    nearly  half    the  district  of 
Namaqualand,  and  yet  these  people  do  not  pay   anything 
towards  the  revenue  of  the  Colony. 

136.  They  don't  pay  a  general  tax  or  a  local  tax?— No, 
neither  a  general  tax  nor  a  local  tax. 

137.  Mr.  Bertram.~\  Do  they  pay  a  house  tax  ? — Yes, 
they  are  supposed  to  be  obliged  to  pay  it ;   but  they  are 
always  in  arrear,  and  it  is  often  not  collected. 

138.  Are  they  registered  voters? — Some  amongst  them. 

139.  Mr.  Bowker.~\  Under  the  new  Eegistration  Act  ? — 
TJnoler  the  new  law,  the  list  has  been  altered.     Formerly, 
about  one  hundred  were  registered  voters ;  but  under  the 
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Mr-        new   Registration   Act  there  arc    only    about    twenty  to

141.  How  do  you  know  ? — I  can  judge,  because  I  was 
a  member  of  the  divisional  council. 

142.  Now  we  come  to  Pella.      Can  you  tell  us  anything 
about  that  place  ? — The  people  who  used  to  occupy  that 
station  left  it,  some  seventeen  years  ago  ;    but  they  sub- 
sequently returned.     For  many  years,  however,  there  was 
nobody  on  the  ground. 

143.  How  long  was  it  unoccupied  ? — For  about  eight 
years  there  was  no  one  on  the  ground. 

144.  Mr.  Savage. ,]  Why  did    they  leave  it  ? — Because 
there  was  a  murder  there.    A  field-cornet  belonging  to  the 
district  of  Pella  was  murdered  by  the  Bushmen,    and  dis- 
turbances arose,  with  stealing  and  murdering.    The  people 
then  left  the  place  altogether. 

145.  The  Ghairman.~\  Was  there  a  missionary  there  ?— 
There  was  no  missionary  there,  only  a  schoolmaster  who 
catechised  the  children. 

146.  Who    occupy    the     ground    now? — The    Eoman 
Catholics. 

147.  Do  you  know  if  they  have  got  permission  from 
Government  to  stay  there  ? — Yes,  they  have  permission. 

148.  Mr.  Savage.~\  Do  I  understand   that   the    school- 
master remained  after  the  people  left  ? — No,  he  left   also, 
because  they  were  afraid  to  stay. 

149.  The  Ghairman.~\   Where    is   this   place  ? — Just  on 
the  boundary  of  this  Colony. 

150.  Are  the  Eoman  Catholics  still  there  ? — Yes. 

151.  They  have  a  church  and  school  there  ? — Yes. 

152.  Do  you  know  on  what  conditions  they  occupy  it 
from  the  Government  ? — No. 

153.  Do  the  Roman  Catholics  allow  the  people  to  graze 
on  their  rights  of  ground  ? — Yes. 

154.  Do  you   know  the   conditions   under   which  they 
allow  it  ? — They  allow  grazing  on  their  grounds  to  persons 
on  condition  that  those   persons  become  members  of  £heir 
Church ;  that  they  must  place  their  children  in  the  Roman 
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Catholic    school,    and   have    them    brought  up   in    that       Mr-

religion.  

155.  Are  there  many  children  in  the  Eoman   Catholic  July5'1888- 
school  ? — Yes,  there  are  many  children  there. 

156.  Are  there  many  who    accept   the  Eoman  Catholic 
religion  ? — Yes. 

157.  Mr.  Savage."]   Do  you   find  that  since  the  Eoman 
Catholics  have  taken  this  Pella,  they  look  after  the  people, 
and  get  them  to  attend  their  church  and  school  ? — Yes. 

158.  And  there  is  not  likely  to   be   that   inconvenience 
to   the  farmers  now  the  land  is  occupied  by  the  Eoman 
Catholic  Church  ? — I  can't  say  that. 

159.  Do  you  find  any  improvement  in  the  people  since 
the  Eoman  Catholics  have  occupied  this  land  ? — No,  I  can't 
see  any  improvement. 

160.  Mr.    Neethling,~]    You   say  that   on   the   people 
there  becoming  converts  to  the   Eoman  Catholic    Church, 
they  are  allowed  free  grazing  rights  ? — Yes. 

161.  Mr.  Bertram.]   How  long  have  you  lived  in  this 
part  of  the  Colony? — Twenty- five  years. 

162.  Is  there  any  difference   for   the   better  since  that 
time  in  the  condition  of  the  people  ? — No,  they  rather  have 
gone  backward. 

163.  Mr.  Neethling.~]    I  would   ask  you  one  thing.    Do 
the  Eoman  Catholics  make  proselytes  there  ? — Yes.      But 
whilst  a  man  adopts  the  Eoman   Catholic  religion  for  the 
sake  of  the  grazing  rights,  so  long  as  he  remains  there,  yet 
on  going  away  he  changes  to  his  own  religion. 

164.  J-  nd  what  do  you  say  are  the  conditions  ? — In  order 
to  have  free  use  of  the  ground   the   people  must  become 
Eoman  Catholics,  and    must   send   their   children   to  the 
Eoman  Catholic  school  to  be  brought  up  in  that  religion. 

165.  Are  they  forced  to  it  against  their  will? — Well, 
they  are  scarcely  forced  to  it,  but  they  are  induced  to  it  in 
order  to  secure  the  grazing  rights.

This  is  to  certify  that  the  land  comprised  within  the 
annexed  diagram  framed  by  the  sworn  land  surveyor, 
Mr.  J.  M.  Wentzel,  and  represented  to  contain  an  extent, 
more  or  les*,  of  sixty- nine  thousand  one  hundred  and 
seventy-three  morgen,  situate  in  the  division  of  Clan- 
william,  field-cornetcy  of  Little  Namaqualand,  and  known 
by  the  name  of  " Kamaggas"  shall  not  be  alienated,  but 
be  held  for  the  use  of  the  families  of  Aborigines  and 
Bastards  who  were  in  the  occupation  thereof  on  the  1st 
day  of  January  of  the  present  year  1843,  or  of  others,  of  the 
same  description,  who  having  resided  thereon  before  that 
date,  left  it,  and  be  inclined  to  return  thereto,  or  may  be 
admitted  as  residents  upon  showing  that  they  are  entitled 
to  such  admission,  and  should  any  discussion  arise  regard- 
ing the  admission,  as  residents,  of  any  party  claiming  such, 
the  question  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Civil  Commissioner 
of  Clauwilliam  for  investigation  into  the  justice  of  the 
claim,  which  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  decide.  Also 
that  the  missionaries  belonging  to  the  Ehenish  Society 
in  charge  of  the  missionary  station  established  on  this 
land,  are  permitted  to  occupy  the  ground  on  which  the 
mission  buildings  stand,  and  to  cultivate  such  an  extent  as 
they  may  need  for  horticultural  purposes. 

And  trespassing  on  this  land  of  cattle  not  belonging  to 
the  occupiers  shall  be  dealt  with  in  like  manner  as  trespass 
on  other  private  property.

Also  that  the  resident  householders,  heads  of  families, 
or  church  communicants,  shall  each  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  prepare  regulations 
for  pasture  lands  and  distribution,  and  superintendence  of 
building  lots,  garden  ground  and  arable  lands,  and  also  in 
the  annual  appointment  of  corporals  or  overseers,  to  carry 
into  effect  and  enforce  the  same  after  they  shall  have  been 
approved  of  or  amended  from  time  to  time  by  Govern- 
ment ;  provided  always  that  nothing  in  the  said  regulations 
nor  in  the  enforcement  of  the  same,  shall  directly  or

CERTIFICATE  OF  OCCUPATION. 

Under  authority  of  the  Government,  conveyed  by  letter 
of  the  Honourable  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  and 
Public  Works,  No.  905,  dated  9th  May,  1881,  I  do  hereby 
certify  that  the  Very  Reverend  Auge  Francois  Gaudeul,

be  made  in  respect  of  such  improvements  in  the  event  of 
the  applicant  not  becoming  the  proprietor  of  the  said  land. 
Such  compensation  will  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  either
